both sides as a mediator. 
In event the conference fails, the 
governor is vested with

power to seize and operate the mines 
to prevent suffering of the people, 
according to legal authorities.

Po litical fo rtu n es that are bu ilt u p o n the su fferin g an d 
d stu r-s o f the p eo p le, who se su fferin g an d distress are u sed as an 
argu m en t fo r keep in g ap art fro m an y effo rt to remo v e their 
cau ses, are fo u n ded o n selfishn ess an d will n o t lo n g en du re. 
They 
may be wo n to day , bu t histo ry will p ay little atten tio n to tho se 
who win them, fo r the first law o f so ciety , whether o f in div idu als 
o r n atio n s, is n o t selfishn ess bu t serv ice.

T he p residen t o f the Un ited States seems to be in a p o si­ 
tio n in which he can brin g in flu en ce to bear u p o n Fran ce fav o rable 
to u n eco n o mic co n feren ce in which the assets o f German y will be 
co rrectly ap p raised an d German y ’s p ay men ts to the allies defin ­ 
itely an d in telligen tly fix ed. 
Fran ce has said that the amo u n t 
she will co llect fro m German y will dep en d u p o n the amo u n t 
Britain an d the Un ited Stales dedu ct fro m her in debtedn ess to 
them. 
Befo re the I n itcd States o r Britain will be in a p o sitio n 
to determin e ho w mu ch they are req u ired to dedu ct, it is n ecessary 
to kn o w ho w mu ch German y can p ay . 
With this kn o wledge the 
Uin ted States an d Britain wo u ld kn o w ho w mu ch to dedu ct to bal­ 
an ce the acco u n t. 
By p u ttin g it u p to the Un ited States in this way Fran ce 
giv es this co u n try an o p p o rtu n ity to assert its co n v ictio n o n the 
p resen t p ro gram o f Fran ce an d the o ther Eu ro p ean allies. 
The 
v o ice o f America, o n whichev er side it may be, will hav e a de­ 
cisiv e effect in Eu ro p e, an d will lead to so me defin ite attem p t to 
wo rk o u t a so lu tio n o f the p ro blems that to Eu ro p e ap p ear in ­ 
so lu ble. 
On e o f the reaso n s fo r the in ability o f tho se n atio n s to a r ­ 
riv e at a decisio n that will lead to a rap p ro chemen t lies in the 
fact that their n earn ess an d the clash o f their in terests leads to 
su sp icio n . 
This is n o t tru e o f the relatio n s o f the Un ited States 
an d the Eu ro p ean n atio n s, an d America’s v o ice wo u ld n o t sp eak 
to n atio n s su sp icio u s o f America’s in ten t an d, therefo re, the v o ice 
o f the go v ern men t o f the Un ited States wo u ld be likely to carry 
mu ch weight in the co u n cils o f tho se n atio n s which fail to agree 
o n an y settled p o licy fo r dealin g with the v ex ed q u estio n s o f 
Eu ro p e. 
If the admin istratio n a*ks that an eco n o mic co n feren ce re­ 
v iew the situ atio n in Eu ro p e n o ¡» o ssible harm co u ld accru e, an d 
the rep o rt o f the fin din gs o f that co n feren ce, to gether with rec­ 
o mmen datio n s, co u ld be laid befo re the sen ate who se v o ice mu st 
be heard in determin in g America’s fo reign p o licies. 
If this co u ld 
be do n e befo re the n ex t sessio n o f co n gress in December the p eace 
arid p ro sp erity o f Eu ro p e may be fu rthered. 
Mo n th after mo n th 
slip s by an d n o thin g is acco mp lished that will adv an ce the stabil­ 
izin g of the n atio n s o f Eu ro p e, an d each fleetin g mo n th adds to the 
grav ity o f the situ atio n an d p o stp o n es the time when n o rmalcy 
will be reached which will fu rther the p ro sp erity o f the Un ited 
States as well as that o f the n atio n s that are n o w serio u sly de­ 
pressed as a resu lt o f the u n settled co n ditio n s.

P r e s i d e n t C o o lid g e is surrounded by a great crowd of ad­ 
visers and he has proved to be a good listener. 
Ile listens so well 
th a t those who leave his presence are convinced that he agrees 
with their advice and is ready to act upon it. 
When such advisers 
are questioned they are compelled to adm it th at the president said 
nothing that proved that lie intended to follow the advice offer­ 
ed. 
His sympathetic hearing was responsible for the impression 
th at he was strangely impressed by what was said to him by his 
caller. 
The president has been advised that he should get out among 
the people, and just about the time when certain advisers believed 
th a t he would do this, the president made the announcement that 
all of the engagements made while he was vice president had 
been cancelled. 
The a rm y and navy believes that he will support 
an extension of the forces while other sources of information as­ 
sure the people that he will stand for a policy of strict economy. 
Already President Coolidge has proved that he will reach 
his own conclusions. 
He is ready to listen to various opinions but 
after hearing these expressed he will decide which policy he is 
to pursue. 
The president’s future depends upon his choice of poli­ 
cies and his real value depends upon his statesmanlike choice of 
the best policies whether or not they serve his own political for 
tune. 
President Coolidge will not gain tile good will of the peo­ 
ple by mixing with them so surely as he will gain their favor if 
he serves them well as the chief executive of the nation. 
Henry 
F o r d ’s popularity does not rest in his association with his fellows 
but in his achievement in the factories of the Ford Motor company. 
W hat the president does will count for more in the end than a 
g reat many public appearances. 
But how much can the president do? 
He is limited by the 
constitution and his decisions cannot, be made effective unless they 
are endorsed by congress, and however statesmanlike the presi­ 
dent may be congress is more intent upon polities than statesm an­ 
ship. 
President Coolidge will have the opportunity of offering 
his recommendations to congress in December and he may take 
a firm stand for those things that a statesm an sees as necessary 
to the welfare of this nation and the world, and if congress does 
not follow his lead, the people, if they are able to appreciate the 
president’s demands, will approve his policies and deplore the 
obstructionist tactics of a congress that will not follow the lead 
of one who is intent upon furthering the best interests of his 
country and the world. 
The president’s silence and his strong will may be able to 
check the tendency to make the world’s unrest and misfortune a 
m atter for political and party exploitation, 
lf he cloes this he 
will confer a benefit on America and those others nations which, 
faced by problems that threaten disaster, are troubled by politi­ 
cians who seek personal ends through the use of disturbed con­ 
ditions. 
Political fortunes that are built upon the suffering and 
distress of the people, whose suffering and distress are used as an 
argum ent for keeping a p a rt from any effort to remove their 
causes, are founded on selfishness and will not long endure. 
They 
may be won today, but history will pay little attention to those 
who win them, for the first law of society, whether of individuals 
c r nations, is not selfishness but service.

FRA NUE P IT S IT UP TO TUE UNITED STATES 


T h e president of the United States seems to be in a posi­ 
tion in which he can b rin g influence to bear upon France favorable 
to an economic conference in which the assets of G ermany will be 
correctly appraised and G erm an y ’s payments to the allies defin­ 
itely and intelligently fixed. 
France has said that the amount 
she will collect from Germany will depend upon the am ount 
Britain and the United Stales deduct from her indebtedness to 
them. 
Before the United States or Britain will be in a position 
to determine how much they are required to deduct, it is necessary 
to know how much Germany can pay. 
W ith this knowledge the 
United States and Britain would know how much to deduct to bal­ 
ance the account. 
By putting it up to the United States in this way France 
gives this country an opportunity to assert its conviction on the 
present program of France and the other European allies. 
The 
voice of America, en whichever side it may be, will have a de­ 
cisive effect in Europe, and will lead 
to some definite attem pt to 
w ork out a solution of the problems that to Europe app ear in­ 
soluble. 
One of the reasons for the inability of those nations to a r ­ 
rive a t a decision that will lead to a rapprochement lies in the 
fact that their nearness and the clash of their interests leads to 
suspicion. 
This is not tru e of the relations of the United States 
and the European nations, and A m erica’s voice would not speak 
to nations suspicious of A m erica’s intent and, therefore, the voice 
of the government of the United States would be likely to carry 
much weight in the councils of those nations which fail to agree 
on any settled policy tor dealing with the vexed questions of 
Europe. 
If the administration asks that an economic conference re­ 
view the situation in Europe no possible harm could accrue, and 
the report of the findings of that conference, together with rec­ 
ommendations, could be laid before the senate whose voice must 
be heard in determining A m erica’s foreign policies. 
If this could 
be done before the next session of congress in December the peace 
and prosperity of Europe may be furthered. 
Month afte r month 
slips by and nothing is accomplished that will advance the stabil­ 
izing of the nations of Europe, and each fleeting m onth adds to the 
g rav ity of the situation and postpones the time when normalcy 
will be reached which will fu rth e r the prosperity of the United 
States as well as th at of the nations that are now seriously de­ 
pressed as a result of the unsettled conditions. 


FORCES OF THE LAW ATTACK THE LAWLESS 


I n three of the southern states the forces of the state govern­ 
ment are attem pting to deal with the lawless mobs that inflict 
physical suffering upon their victims. 
D uring the past few years 
th ere has been a large increase in the spirit of intolerance, leading 


to efforts to compel] those who do not conform to the standardsj 
cf certain groups to do so under penalty of a. rough handling by j 
members of the group, and it is well that the governors of the I 
states in which these things are occurring with frequency should! 
use the forces at their disposal to check such lawlessness. 
Such I 
expressions of lawlessness are the most baneful witnessed in fir is j 
country, and yet there is more attention directed tow ards less1 
serious fo r m s of lawlessness than there is towards these ex u fu­ 
sions of mob violence. 
A nything that breeds religious, class, group or racial hatred 
in the United States, should be frowned upon by the beat cit :z ais 
of this country, in which a man of any religion, cladus, group or 
race is equally a citizen with those of any other religion, class. 
group or race, when he has lived five years in the country and has 
sworn his allegiance to the government of the United Stales. 
There are those who adopt a slogan, “ America for A m ericans.” 
No fault can be found with it. but if those who use it begin to 
discriminate they may be advised that their claim is no stronger 
than a claim that they are the descendants of some alien who 
came over the ocean at some time in the past. The only Americans 
who can make good their claim as Americans are the Indians. 
They were the original inhabitants; all others are the sons and 
daughters of aliens. 
It may be well for some of the leaders of 
such mobs that they cannot see their ancestors. 
During tho years in which this spirit of intolerance has been 
fostered, state and federal government have not stood strongly 
enough for the legal rights of all groups who are citizens of tho 
United States. 
W h at ever rights a le conferred upon citizens by 
the constitution should be defended by the governm ent of states 
and nation against any inroads made by mobs, irrespective of 
their claims as to the motives and ideals. 
A citizen who play: 
into the hands of those who use mob violence, whatever his motive 
may be. is helping to destroy the ideal of democratic government 
and, irrespective of who his father was, or of how long his a n ­ 
cestors have lived in the United States, he is not in accord with! 
the principles, purposes and processes of democratic government. 
He is not an American.
